The reply brief filed on 7/ 12/07 has been acknowledged and entered. In response to an argument by Appellant regarding "The 
Examiner states that "to further prove the Examiner's position regarding the roots, Reiger, as agreed by Appellant, teaches a root-tip- 
trapping material.." (Answer, page 6, lines 2-4; emphasis" added by Appellant). The Appellant would point out that the Examiner 
fails to cite where Appellant might have made such an agreement, and Appellant does not believe such an agreement was made", the 
Examiner would like to point out page 16, 1 st paragraph, wherein Appellant acknowleges the term "root-tip-trapping*, to which 
Appellant explained that Reiger teaches the root-tip-trapping material. From this paragraph, it appears that Appellant acknowledges 
Reiger teaches a root-tip-trapping material. In any event, Reiger clearly does teach root-tip-trapping material in his patent. 
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
